Calonel John 8. Cnningham, ono of the
loigcst tobacco growers In tho country,
cstlmates that tho tobacco crop for the
coming season ln tho old tobacco belt
west ot Kalelgh will be about twonty or

twonty-flvo per cent. less than ln fornier
years, and that ln tho new belt oaat of
Halelgh tho reductlon wlll bo from forty
to fil'ty per cent. Wllh all this frill/ng:
off, Colonol Cuningluun declares that the
supply wlll bo amply equal to tho de-
mand. It la expected that cotton wlll
crowd out tobacco ln many of tho casl-|
ern countles, where the cultlvatlon of
tobacco had gotten conslderable hold the
pufit few years.
